The Lost Art of Cable Lacing By Dan Romanchik, KB6NU 


The Make: magazine blog is a wealth of information for amateur radio operators. Recently, they ran 
a post on what they consider to be on the "lost technology" of cable lacing <http://blog.makezine.com/ 
archive/2009/07/lost-knowledge-cable-lacing.html>. 

The blog post does a great job of explaining the technique and includes several il- 
lustrations.

“| Nowadays, we mostly use zip ties to bundle cables, but there are disadvantages to 
using them. For one thing, to apply them properly, you should have a tool that con- 
trols how tightly the zip tie holds the wires. This is to prevent crushing the insula- 
tion. 

Also, I've found that zip ties don't do so well when the cable has only two or 
three wires. They're just not designed to hold so few wires. I think that cable lacing would do a much 
better job of keeping a small bundle of wires together, say wires that connect front panel components 
to a PC board. 

Cable lacing certainly looks much cooler than zip ties. This is the perfect technique for those home- 
brewers that want to make their projects look great as well as work great. 

I asked on my blog, "Now, where can I find the 'wax-impregnated cotton or twine'?" and my 
readers came through. Hamilton said, "Apparently you find wax string here: http://www.kitkraft.biz/ 
product.php?productid=1496. I remember using it for something as a kid, but I can't place it." Ron 
McKenz wrote, "I notice that a number of telco vendor sell waxed lacing cord. Here are a few URLs: 
http://www. sourcetelsupply.com/catalog/index.php?cPath=27, http://www.tessco.com/yts/ 


resourcecenter/pdfs/clablelacing-FAQ.pdf, and http://www.oelsales.com/product.cfm/267/. 
Ned, WB4KBO, said, "I would suggest a large roll of dental tape and a large-diameter curves sew- 


ing needle for fabricating harnesses. I was told that this was the material of choice for lacing har- 
nesses when I worked at Heath Company many years ago. Makes sense to me. Buy it at Meijer for an 
occasional harness, or a dental wholesale supply house if you are going into production. Also great stuf 
for kite rigging, vine lacing and many other things." 

Mike, WA6ARA wrote, "What you want is Mil-T-43435. It is better than a cord, it is a flat weav 
tape, nylon, and waxed. It is made for cable lacing but is use now in the parachute industry as “super 
tack”. Item T1050 at http://www.paragear.com" 

So, there you have it. Links to show you how to do it, and a couple more links for where to find t 
lacing material. I now expect all of our homebrew to look a lot neater. 
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First Contact! By John Papay, K8YSE 


(Editor's Note: During the NO8DX/20 special event station, John, K8YSE, gave a newly licensed ham 
his first contact ever. Now this may not sound all that unusual but this first contact was via satellite 
The following is the email exchange between John and "JD", WOAJC). 


Hi there John! 

Thank you so much for responding to my cq on the AO-51 earlier today, as well as for sending me no- 
tification via QRZ! 

That was actually my first ham contact, ever, including land repeaters, etc....I was actually caught 
off guard as I have been trying to make satellite contacts for the last few days using my brand spanking 
new Yaesu vx-6 and smiley telescoping antenna! :) I was out in our backyard on my knees in the cold try- 
ing to keep the position of the radio/antenna, while talking w/out an external microphone, into the radio 
mic. All the while, reading my notes of how to make a correct contact, stating my grid square, etc... 

Needless to say, I think I almost forget my call sign and probably didn't respond to you correctly as 
I was trying to maintain position, but I'm certainly glad that you caught me. 

I'm not sure if you can remember your first contact ever, but I certainly will. 

I would love a QSL card and I will create my first batch as well! Taking the general in a month here, 
so didn't think I'd need them this quickly....but I've been drawn in by the satellites! 

Well, thanks again John...that made my day.

In the meantime, I am going to send you a generic card so you'll have something 
| show right away. Put the card in a safe place along with your first license. 50 
years from now you'll be able to show it off. I'm celebrating 50 years of being li 
censed this year. I have my original license KN8YSE. In the 60s you started of w 
a novice license which expired one year later. It was not renewable. Your license 
had the N in it to indicate you were a Novice. When you upgraded, the FCC dropped the N and it be- 
came K8YSE. It was a lot more difficult to get your license back then. The clock was ticking and you 
had to gain enough knowledge to pass the next test. 

I've only been working the birds for about 5 years now. I find the technology of this mode very 
challenging and rewarding in terms of working new grids and operating away from home in rare grids. 
will want to start tracking the grids you work and then confirm. As you become more active you'll be 
able to work your first 100 grids and get that VUCC certificate on the wall. Your grid, EN32, is pre 
rare on the birds so as you start operating more there will be many that will want your QSL card. 

Working someone who is making their first satellite contact is one of the most rewarding things fo 
me personally. But working someone who is making their first ham radio contact on a satellite is very 
special. I hope you too can experience doing that some day.

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QYL: The Time Has Come By Neil Shapiro, W2NLS, via eHam.net 


In celebration of my fiftieth year in Ham Radio, I'd like to return to a concern - an idea - I had 
back in the days of my youth. As a young 13 year-old Novice I knew many hams my own age and 
worked mostly unmarried, young ops at first and then started talking to older ops too. I could not help 
but notice that there was one thing that separated the age groups even more than music or politics. 
That was that when I worked what I then thought of as an “old guy” (probably someone much younger 
than I am now) I couldn't help noticing that they would often end a QSO saying that their wife needed 
them to take out the garbage, or maybe the dog, or she was calling them for dinner or some such ex- 
planation. 

As I got some years older I began to notice that many of my friends would have to go QRT because 
they were late picking their girlfriend up for a date. Or perhaps said girlfriend was visiting and either 
she thought Ham Radio was less than a treat to watch or they had other more exciting plans together 
than to continue the ragchew. Then I got married and many times my own XYL would have some sort of 
“honey do” task in the midst of a QSO and I would have to sign off. 

I realized: Ham Radio is lacking a Q Signal. We have QRT and QRZ and QSO and all those most 
excellent semantic helpmates. But where is the Q Signal to cover the above instances? So, I wrote my 
only letter to be published in QST Magazine more than twenty years ago. 

In that letter, I suggested the Q Signal of “QYL.” 

Sending QYL means “I must immediately close my station because my wife or girlfriend wants me 
to.” 

The idea of QYL is not just the informational content but it is situational as well. To anyone and in 
any language or culture it conveys the near emergency of having to quickly close your station without 
even momentary hesitation or unnecessary and ill-advised further chat. 

Like all Q signals it is succinct, answers a communication need that almost all hams face on a near- 
daily basis, and can be quickly defined in any list of such signals. As a young man the idea of QYL 
seemed to be a viable thought and now as an older and long-married ham I must say that this is a Q- 
signal to conjure with. 

I understand that times change. I know that our hobby has progressed. I realize we have many 
hams now that are themselves XYLs and YLs. Not just to be politically correct but in recognition of a 
true need I now also suggest the Q Signal of QOM for them to use. 

QYL or QOM, there's something here for everyone! This time, a couple decades later, are you all 
with me on this?
